OMAHA, Nev., Oct. 13.—Another 
perfect autumn day greeted the 
president this morning—the morn 
ing of his departure from the great 
exposition 
city. 
Mr. 
McKinley 
arose at the Omaha club at 8 o'clock 
and breakfasted 
with 
Secretary 
Bliss and his young nephew, James 
McKinley. 
The morning meal was 
taken in the breakfast room just off 
the main dining hall of the club 
rooms, where Secretaries Gage and 
Wilson, Postmaster General Smith 
and Assistant Secretary Meiklejohn 
took breakfast at the same time. 


At 9 o'clock the president was 
driven to the station, escorted by a 
platoon of police and mounted mem- 
bers of the Ak-Sar-Ben. 


The ride to the depot was a repeti- 
tion of the enthusiastic scenes of 
yesterday, people lining the streets 
to obtain a glimpse of the president. 


A large delegation accompanied 
the party to the train, including 
Senators Allen and Thurston, Mayor 
Moores, President Wattles, Governor 
Holcomb and many others. The 
presidential train left on the Burl- 
ington flyer. 


General Manager Elliot Marshall, 
of St. liouis, is in the city and com- 
pleted all arrangements for the trip. 
The train will make no more stops 
en route than is absolutely neces- 
sary, making a through run to St. 
Liouis, arriving there at an early 
hour Friday morning. 


The great reception at St. Louis 
will take place Friday. The north- 
western party, that of 
General 
Miles, will leave for Chicago. 
The 
party will include the diplomatic 
representatives and the army oiii- 
cials, General Greely and the ladies. 
HAD TO MAKE SPEECHES. 
GLENWOOD, Iowa, Oct. 13.—Presi- 
dent McKinley was not permitted 
to leave Omaha today 
without 
making one more address to his 
western constituents who had gath- 
ered at the station to watch the de-, 
parture of his train. 
Hundreds of 
eager people crowded about the rear 
platform and just as the flyer pull- 
ed out the president said to them 
his parting words. 


"I see that here in Nebraska as in 
every other state 
of the union 
everybody loves the government 
and everybody loves the flag, and I 
cannot tell you how hard it is for 
me to bid you all good bye." 


Just across the river at Council 
Bluffs, Mr. McKinley again 
re- 
sponded to the cheers of a great 
crowd and said: 


• 'My fellow . citizens, I am very 
much gratified at your reception. 
I ha\e just come from the great 
city of the west and have witnessed 
a wonderful 
exhibition of your 
genius and skill and industry, as 
shown at the trans-Mississippi expo- 
sition. 
Nothing 
has given 
me 
greater satisfaction 
as I 
have 
journeyed through the 
country 
than 
to 
look 
into 
the 
cheerful faces of the people and to 
be assured from their appearance 
that dispair no longer hangs over 
the west, but that you are having a 
fair share of prosperity and not 
only that, but you are having a 
baptism of patriotism in which we 
all rejoice.''

VmDKN, 111., Oct. 13.—The town 
is as quiet as a country church yard 
this morning. 
Two Gatling guns 
of the Qalesburg battery on the 
public square and a blue-caped in 
fantryman at each comer in the 
business district is about the only 
evidence of yesterday's riot outside 
of the O'Neil home, a story-and-a- 
half cottage. In the front yard of 
this humble home stand five black 
covered coffins, on each of which is 
a simple plate, engraved ¿with the 
words: 
"At rest." 


Under the lids are the mortal re- 
mains of five victims of yesterday's 
battle at the stockade of the Chi- 
cago-Virden Coal company. 
They 
are: 


Ernest Kitterly, Mount Olive. 
Ellis Smith, Mount Olive. 
Ernest Keutner, Mount Olive. 
Ed. Wetz, Springfield. 
William Blue, Springfield. 


CORONER INVESTIGATING. 


Coroner Hart has impannelled a 
jury and will endeavor to place the 
responsibility 
for 
the 
shooting. 
Colonel McKnight, of the gover- 
nor's staff, accompanied by Ad- 
jutant General Reese, at midnight 
visited the stockade of the Chicago- 
Virden Coal company and served 
formal notice on Manager Lukins 
who has been inside the stockade 
throughout; the trouble, that the 
soldiers would visit the stockade to- 
day and disarm all inmates. 


Colonel McKnight says that no 
objections were 'offered to this pro- 
position. He anticipates no trouble 
at that point and he expresses his 
opinion that there will be no further 
outbreak on the part of either the 
union miners or guards at the stock- 
ade. 


Colonel McKnight said that he 
drove over from his home at Girard 
last night. 
On the way he passed 
numerous squads of miners, return- 
ing to their homes in Girard, Mount 
Olive and neighboring towns. 
The 
parties numbered from half a dozen 
to twenty five or thirty and in most 
cases the men were well armed. 


NO MARTIAL LAW YET. 


While martial law has not yet 
been declared, the town is virtually 
under control of the state troops, 
under Captain Craig, of Battery B, 
First Illinois artillery. 


Upon arrival of the soldiers from 
Pana two Gatling guns were taken 
to the public square, where they 
command the business section. 


Guards wore thrown out and the 
remainder of 
the 
soldiers were 
quartered in the opera house. 


Adjutant General Reese expects 
troops A, B, C and D of the First 
Illinois cavalry and four companies 
of Sons of Veterans from Rockford, 
DeKalb, Oregon and Macomb today. 
On their arrival the special guards 
in the stockade will be disarmed 
and the soldiers will take possession. 


Two hundred of the striking min- 
ers who have been stopping in the 
Miners' 
Union hall for several 
weeks, were somewhat surprised on 
coming from their quarters at day- 
break to find soldiers on picket 
duty at the door. Each n^an was 
met with: 


'Hold up your hands!" The re- 
quest was good naturedly assented 
to, however. 


SEARCHED FOR ARMS. 


Each 
man 
was 
thoroughly 
searched fruitlessly for fire arms. 
Among the crowd were several ne- 
groes, and from outward appear- 
ances there apparently existed the 
best of feeling between the white 
and black union miners. 


"General" 
Bradley, 
a unique 
character among the mine workers, 
and leader of a delegation of sixty 
miners from Mount Olive, returned 
home today with the remains of the 
dead Mount Olive miners. 


"I think this has been one of the 
most infernal outrages ever perpe- 
trated on a laboring public,"he 
said. 
"Our men were shot down 
like dogs. Our men had orders to 
talk the matter over with the mine 
people when it came to a crisis and 
not to shoot unless fired upon. 


"Instead of arbitrating the ques- 
tion, I leave for home with a bag- 
gage car of dead men. 


"I do not expect any further trou- 
ble in Virden for the present, but I 
cannot answer for the future for 
there is a day of reckoning coming 
when the laboring man will be given 
bread instead of bullets." 


EXONERATE THE VIRDEN MINERS. 
There is a feeling among the x)eo- 
pie of the town who are not con- 
nected with the mines that the Vir- 
den miners are not respansible for 
yesterday's tragedy. 
One citizen 
expressed his views in a very em- 
phatic manner, saying that all the 
^rptible had been oansed by outsid-

Small knots of people are gath 
ered on every comer discnssing the 
results of yesterday's sad affair and 
all anxiously awaiting the arrival 
of Colonel Yonng^s brigade. There 
was a report on the streets early 
that 100 negroes at Pana had been 
killed last night fuid one of the 
shafts burned. 
The report came 
from Springfield and proved but 
wild rumor on investigation, Pana 
reporting everything tranquil there 
The strikers here but illy con 
oealed their happiness at the first 
news and there were many regrets 
and expressions of hatred when the 
story proved false. 


THE MAYOR FEELS RELIEVED. 


Mayor H. Noll, of Virden, is 
harnessmaker by occupation. He 
was a much relieved man when the 
militia arrived. He said today: 


"I felt greatly relieved when the 
soldiers unloaded here. 
The town 
is now in their hands and I antici- 
pate no further trouble. 
Yesterday 
I had seven special police sworn in 
to help protect life and property, 
but this handful of men was of no 
avail. The miners made it warm 
for Sheriff Davenport, and he left 
town, friends taking him four miles 
to Girard, and later he was taken 
on to his home in Carlinville, where 
he is now. As soon as he left I felt 
the weight of responsibility rested 
on me and when the soldiers arrived 
I was a happy man. 


"The town has resumed its nor- 
mal condition 
today. 
I 
cannot 
closely estimate the number of 
miners here yesterday, but I judge 
there were between 1,500 and 2,000. 


'Great numbers of these have 
gone and the worst is undoubtedly 
over. The business houses, as you 
see, are open today, and there is lit- 
tle excitement. The town is in the 
hands of the militia now and my 
duty is ended." 


SUPERINTENDENT IN HIDING. 


Latest reports are that J. F. Eys- 
ter, superintendent of the Climax 
Trading company, the 
establish- 
ment controlled by the Chicago-Vir- 
den Coal company, who was so se- 
verely beaten in the scrimmage, has 
improved slightly. He is a member 
of the Knights of 
Pythias 
and 
stands high in the Masonic lodge. 
He was spirited away from the 
Buckles hotel during the night by 
his fellow Masons and is now in 
hiding at a private residence. It is 
thought he will recover. 
Rumors 
to the effect that he died last night 
were circulated in order to deceive 
the strikers, as it was believed by 
his friends that should it become 
known that he still lived there 
would be a concerted action on the 
part of the miners to finish their 
bloody work. Mr. Eyster is twenty- 
seven years old and was born in 
Pennsylvania, but came here from 
Kansas City, where he had been 
engaged in clerical work. 
Business 
men speak very highly of him, 
but all are unanimous 
in 
say- 
ing that he was too rash 
and 
and if he had heeded the advice 
his friends he would not have been 
molested. 
Some of the miners 
claim they were under the impres- 
sion it was Manager Lukens they 
were chasing and if Eyster had not 
shown fight he would have been al- 
lowed to escape unhurt.

A rumor was circulated today 
that the dead body of a deputy 
sheriff had been found in a cornfield 
near the stockade. 
This proved to 
be untrue however, the story being 
founded on the fact that a large 
pool of blood had been found in the 
field. 


Notwithstanding the raw, cold 
wind that swept the dust in blind- 
ing clouds through the streets, 
crowds began to congregate today 
in the vicinity of the public square. 
The people, however, were kept 
moving by the soldiers patrolling 
the streets. 
Soon the white tents 
of battery B dotted the square and 
the commissary served hot coffee to 
the shivering members of the bat- 
tery. 


An incident, showing the intense 
feeling of the miners developed 
when word was passed that a man 
from the stockade was in a barber 
shop on Jackson street near the 
square. Iu a few moments a crowd 
gathered in front 
of the place. 
Word was passed by the soldiers on 
picket duty to headquarters and re- 
inforcements 
were 
sent on the 
double quick to disperse the gather- 
ing throng. 
The man returned to 
the stockade unmolested. 


TEN WERE KILLED. 


VIRDEN, IlL, Oct. 13.—After a 
careful investigation of the list of 
dead and wounded remains at ten 
killed and twenty wounded. It wae 
believed last night that today the 
list of injured would be found larger 
than reported last night, but with 
the exception of the eighteen men 
taken to Springfield and Eyster, 
there is only one wounded man re- 
maining! here. His injuries were 
slight and he was on the streets to- 
day enthusiastically 
championing 
the miners' cause. Coroner John 
Hart today went to the stockade 
and Bubpoenied a number of the 
company's miners as witnesses. 


It is a question as to whether any 
violence will be offered the stockade 
miners ^he»n|tliey c!ome from their 
barracks to jattend the 
inquest.

DISARMED THE DEPUTIES. 


ST. LOUIS, MO., Oct. 13 —A spec- 
ial to the Post-Dispatoh from Vir- 
den, Ills., says : 


Capt. Chas. A. Fervier, command- 
ing company B, Sons of Veterans, 
of Elgin, HI., is in charge of the 
stockade built by the Chicago-Vir- 
den Coal Co. 


With part of his men he entered 
the stockade today and disarmed 
the Thiel detectives from St. Louis 
and the local deputies employed by 
the operators. The men within the 
stockade offered no objections to 
Captain Fervier's command to lay 
down their arms. 


A Post Dispateh reporter and 
artist were met at the main gate of 
the stockade by F. M. Lukens, man- 
ager at the mines ; S. A. Peterson, 
of St. Louis, assistant general mana- 
ger of the Thiel Detective Service 
company, and by Captain Fervier. 
The newspaper men were escorted 
to Mr. Lukens' private office and 
were accorded an interview with 
him. 


Soldiers with bayonets patrolled 
the stockade and the detectives and 
deputy sheriffs, disarmed and with- 
out overcoats, walked around and 
shivered with the cold. 


WHAT LUKENS SAYS. 


In an ante-room to Mr. Lukens' 
office lay the body of Thomas Pres- 
ton, the dead Theil man, whose 
home is in Chicago. Mr. Lukens 
said: 


The trouble of yesterday was 
not of our making. 
Ttie strikers 
simply surrounded the stockade. 
On the east side and south side 
there must have been at least 1,000 
miners. 
They were in an orchard 
and were higher than we and they 
opened fire. Considering the fact 
that we only had one man killed 
and six slightly wounded, I consider 
it a miracle. 


Ther 
were 
thousands 
upon 
thousands of shots fired. The strik- 
ers began the firing when the train 
bearing the miners arrived. 
In a 
short time their shots were directed 
at the train. 
After it pulled out 
the strikers turned on us. 
We re- 
turned the shots. 
I deplore the 
matter as much as any one. 
I 
never supposed such a thing would 
result when we brought the negroes 
here."
